3. Courtesy, fotbearance and a spirit of ac- 
commodation are pre-requisites to official ser- 
vices; and they should be extended to every 
body with whom clerks may have official inter- 
course. 

4. ln the Box Deliveries, memo- 
ry must not be trusted to; but aun examination 
must be made for any letters called for, and cure 
must be taken to let the applicants see that 
search is made. 

5. When an applicant shows a disposition to 
aggravate or abuse, he should be met with for- 
bearance and gentlemanly 
that the contact is of a business nature only, 
anithat personalities should be adjou to 
outside the office entirely. A clerk failing to 
satisfy an applicant will refer him to the post- 
master. 

6. Clerks are not permitted to carry letters 
from the office to their outside friends and ac- 
quaintances; por receive litters from such out 
of the office for mailing. 

7. A post oflice, for the time being, is custo- 
dian of the corres passing through it, 
and its safe keeping is a peramoant duty. 
Clerks will, therefore, observe that no 
or other mail matter, may be delivered to any 
person applying, excepting through the deliv- 
ery windows during tegular office hours. The 
contents of any drawer shall not be delivered 
through the windows, nor in any other way, all 
such a must be referred to the Post- 
master or Kis assistant. Andclerks are espec-
